The Association of Universities and Colleges of Canada (AUCC) adopted 30 resolutions 
Friday, dealing with topics ranging from improvements in undergraduate teaching to biling- 
uallsm and biculturalism. 
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Dr. Walter Johns, out-going 
president of the AUCC, said the 
most important achievement of 
this weelt's conference was, "a 
greater realization of the role of 
universities in service to Canada. 
We arc more aware of the need 
for a broader sphere of service, 
not simply service on the cam- 
pus, but rather service from the 
campus". 

Two of the resolutions' adopt- 
cd point to this realization. One 
urged increased support for 
applied research in universities 
as. a means of raising , national 
productivity.

Dr. James Corry, principal of 
Queen's University, challenged 
the Justification and practicality 
of granting students partial 
nights of self -administration 
saying," Students can only be on 
a university administrative body 
for two years.

Politics in Canada 
due for upheaval

Peter C. Newman, Ottawa^; editor of the Toronto Dally 
Star and author of the DIèfe'nilàker biography Renagode 
in Power, yesterday told a luncheon meeting of the Canadian 
Club of Montreal "Canadian society — both English and 
French — is in a state of unprecedented turmoil." 

Newman said 87% of the Canadian population would be un- 
der 30 at the time of the next federal election. This young elect- 
orate would demand that "the politics of action replace the politics 
of boredom". 

New policies required would include "expanded, state-fin- 
anced educational facilities, a qualitative attack on Canada's 
housing problems and battles against traffic congestion and air 
and water pollution". ' 

Newman said Canada can no longer consider itself a "middle 
power", a self-centred concept made obsolete In an age of 
'overkill' and H-bombs, but "a nation willing to share its bounty 
and technology with the underdeveloped world." 

He predicted "the federal party, which first turns Itself into 
an articulate expression of the new metropolitan society now be- 
ing created, will Inherit the power that counts." 

He also saw the need for men of imagination such as Drapeau, 
Saulnlcr and Klcrans to enter the federal political scene. 

Newman said of the Quebec revolution, "no one can predict 
how it will end or what course it will follow. It is not a pheno- 
menon that proceeds step by logical step, but by explosions, con- 
frontations and eruptions of unequal period and unpredictable 
Intensities. The only safe prediction is that by the time it has 
exhausted itself, Canada will have been transformed into quite a 
different country." 

He blamed the federal government for not having a policy on 
Quebec and for reacting instead of acting. 

He also accused militant nationalist politicians In Quebec of 
misleading their followers. Separatism, he said, "would In the 
short term lower Quebec's standard of living; in. the medium term 
it would result in the restriction of fundamental civil liberties 
of its people; and in the long term it would mean the destruction 
of the French language and the French culture In North America."

The Board of Governors of Sir George Williams University 
has formally ratified the University Council's ^decision to accept 
student participation in academic govefnrnenl.- ' 

The report, prepared by a Joint vcrslty Council, provides for. stu- 
studcnt • faculty • administration dent representation at multiple 
committee appointed by the Uni- levels of government. 



Engineering group 
to open meetings 

, The Engineering Student-Fac- 
ulty Discus8lon>,Gw up iy^ 
voted to ptibïtclae^u^icctlngs 
and to admit Engineering stu- 
dents as observers. 

The group, set up about eight- 
een months ago. Is an advisory 
rather than a decision-making 
body. It Is composed of six pro- 
fessors and six students, named 
by the EUS Executive. 

The motion was presented' by 
Bob Hajaly, Engineering repre- 
sentative on Students' Council, 
and Mark Wilson, in order to ex- 
tend the usefulness of discussions 
to all students instead of Just a 
small group. 

The group is a forum for dis- 
cussion of specific student-pro- 
fessor problems as well as general 
motters In the field of engineer- 
ing. 

The time, place and agenda of 
the meetings will from now on 
be made public and all Engineer- 
ing students, welcomed. . , , , , , 



Beginning In January, one stu- 
dent from each of the four main 
faculties will be chosen by the 
student body to seryc on the Uni- 
versity Council, and two students 
will sit on each faculty council. 
A further recommendation that 
"liaison appointments" be made 
in the twenty-eight departments, 
gives students a voice on tiie de- 
partmental level. 

. The term of office for the stu- 
dents reps will be one year, with 
one half the representatives as- 
suming their duties January 1st, 
and the other half beginning June 
1st. 

The function of the University 
Council, the highest academic 
body in the university. Is to co- 
ordinate the Faculty Councils and 
evaluate their reports. These re- 
ports arc then subject to the ap- 
proval of the Board of Governors. 

According to a spokesman for 
the Students' Society, approval 
on the report was. due regardless 
of the student strike of last
